AN AXMINSTER charity’s successful 
crowdfunding campaign has secured 
enough cash to provide a full set of ser¬ 
vices for another year. 

The Project’s #Support4September campaign 
has been described as “a huge success”, raising 
just over the £15,000 target. 

The money was needed to close a funding 
shortfall which had put some of The Project’s 
peer support groups - for young people with 
mental health problems - at risk of closure. 

Reaching the target has ensured that The Pro¬ 
ject, which also has a base in Chard, can con¬ 
tinue all of their services for another year. 

The achievement was made possible through 
the kindness and generosity of The Project’s 
many and varied supporters. 

In particular, The Project leaders are very 
grateful to the local community groups and or¬ 
ganisations which have pledged donations over 
the past month: Chardstock Street Fayre, Honi- 
ton Lions Club, Axminster Freemasons, Axpe- 
dition, the Heroes and Villains Disco and 
Hawkchurch Village Fete. 

Crowdfunder also deserves a special thank 
you for adding offline donations to the cam¬ 
paign’s total - which meant The Project was el¬ 
igible to receive £7,500 in match-funding from 
the Santander Changemaker Fund. 

The Project’s founder, Debbie Humberstone, 
said: “Once again we are hugely grateful to so 
many people who helped to make this cam¬ 
paign a success. 

“We had no idea whether crowdfunding 
would work, so we’re over the moon that we 
reached our target. 

“Because so many people got behind our cam¬ 
paign, Santander Changemaker Fund agreed to 
match all our donations, and this made a huge 
difference to us achieving our goal. 

“It just shows how many people value and 
support what we are doing. 

“The most important thing is that we can now 
continue all our services for young people, 
many of whom receive no other help to over¬ 


come the challenges they face. 

“This campaign was part of The Project’s 
fourth birthday celebrations during September 
and its success means we know we can con¬ 
tinue until our fifth birthday and, hopefully, be¬ 
yond.” 

Hayley Jones, a volunteer at The Project who 
masterminded the crowdfunding campaign, 
added: “Everyone who has supported the #Sup- 
port4September cam¬ 
paign, through donat¬ 
ing, giving rewards 
and raising aware¬ 
ness, has contributed 
to its success. 

“The Project would 
like to thank every¬ 
one involved and 
hopes that in addition 
to raising vital funds, 
the campaign has in¬ 
creased awareness of 
our work and youth 
mental health.”

leaders. 

The Project’s peer support groups are free to 
attend, inclusive and accessible to all. 

Young people aged 13-24 can be referred and 
they don’t need to have been diagnosed with a 
mental illness. 

The mental health issues experienced by 
young people in The Project’s groups include 
anxiety, bereavement, bullying, depression, 
eating disorders, low confidence and exam 
stress. 

Group sessions focus on activities which help 
young people develop life skills and coping 
strategies, enabling them to manage their men¬ 
tal health in the long term, and to feel less iso¬ 
lated by their issues. 

Recognising the ongoing challenge of funding 
the service, and the vital part it plays in sup¬ 
porting local young people, The Project will set 
up a fundraising committee in the new year, 
and are interested in hearing from anyone who 
has fundraising experience or is enthusiastic 
about getting involved to support this work.

As of September 2016, less than two per cent 
of the UK public use credit unions, and Ms 
Simpson added that more awareness of alterna¬ 
tive finance is key to empower individuals with 
increased support and options: “Credit unions 
have a history of giving people access to fair fi¬ 
nance. 

“For many financially excluded people, their 
options are limited, and are often forced to ap¬ 
proach pay day lenders to be able to pay for ne¬ 
cessities such as school uniforms or car 
repairs. 

“Often it is credit unions who work with ex¬ 
cluded individuals and debt management char¬ 
ities to provide solutions to get people back on 
their feet and improve their credit rating - 
which is essential to register for basic services 


such as mobile phone contracts or utility bills. 

“This documentary helps support the credit 
union movement, and we warmly welcome the 
exposure”. 

Westcountry Savings and Loans (formerly 
Somerset Savings and Loans) has more than 
2,200 members. Members’ savings total £2.2m 
of which £1.4m is out on loan in Devon and 
Somerset. 

The credit union recently expanded to serve 
Devon as well as Somerset. 

The organisation has a small number of staff, 
with the majority of expertise provided by vol¬ 
unteer directors and board members. The or¬ 
ganisation works together with debt manage¬ 
ment charities and local services such as Step 
Change. 


Ottery man pleads guilty to

RAYMOND Grigg of Longdogs Lane in Ottery 
St Mary has pleaded guilty to causing unneces¬ 
sary suffering to three donkeys and failing to 
meet the needs of five donkeys when he ap¬ 
peared at Exeter Magistrates’ Court recently, 
following a prosecution by the RSPCA. 

The donkeys were found to have suffered 
from prolonged neglect when they were left 
with chronically overgrown hooves. 

Inspector Marie Griffiths said: “Equines re¬ 
quire a lot of specialist care and it is important 
to remember that people who have animals 
have a responsibility to look after them prop¬ 
erly, and ensure they receive the proper veteri-

nary treatment and care when they need it.” 

Magistrates also ordered Grigg to carry out 80 
hours of unpaid work and pay £385 in costs, a 
£300 fine and a £85 victim surcharge. 

Hannah Bryer, head of welfare at The Donkey 
Sanctuary, said: “Owning donkeys can be a 
hugely rewarding experience and a wonderful 
privilege, however they require caring and 
compassionate management to ensure they 
lead healthy and enriched lives. 

“We would encourage anyone who currently 
owns or is thinking about acquiring donkeys, 
to seek advice on how to best meet their welfare 
needs before taking on the commitment. 

“Sadly when our donkey welfare adviser first 
saw the five donkeys in this case it was obvious 
that they were in need of immediate veterinary 
care. 

“Some had significantly overgrown hooves, 
whilst another had suffered a wound to its leg 
and shoulder which was affecting its ability to 
walk. 

“Following specialist veterinary treatment 
and investigative tests, the condition of two of 
the donkeys was such that sadly euthanasia 
was considered the most humane treatment op¬ 
tion. 

“Happily with the support of our vets, farriers 
and farm staff, the other three donkeys have 
made a good recovery and are living among 
other donkeys at one of our sanctuaries. 

“We are grateful to the combined efforts of the 
RSPCA, Devon and Cornwall Police and St 
David’s Vets in investigating this case and we 
are happy to provide a safe and secure future 
for the three donkeys now in our care.”

Students get planting for polio

THE father of Axe Valley 
Academy's headteacher 
Steve Green was the star of 
the show when students 
planted 5,000 purple cro¬ 
cus bulbs in support of 
Polio Plus, a Rotary project 
to eradicate polio through¬ 
out the world. 

John Green, who con¬ 
tracted polio in August 
1950 while on holiday in 
Lincolnshire, travelled from 
Hampshire to help his son 
and the students with the 
bulbs. 

Headteacher Mr Green 
spoke about a 'guy called 
John who contracted polio' 
during assembly before re¬ 
vealing it was his father. 

Mr Green Snr spent three 
months in isolation with 
other children, and could 
only see his parents 
through the windows of the 
ward on two Sundays a 
month. 

After three months he 
was moved to an orthopae¬ 
dic hospital, with the same 
visiting arrangements. 

Splints and plaster casts 
were used to try to prevent 
further deformity of limbs, 
and he needed physiother¬ 
apy to learn to walk again. 

He was eventually dis¬ 
charged home in August 
1951, having spent a whole 
year in hospital. 

Headteacher Mr Green 


told the students: "Polio 
caused severe weakness of 
his diaphragm, therefore 
breathing has always been 
compromised, and he now 
needs to rely on a ventila¬ 
tor to keep oxygen levels 
fairly good. 

"Walking more than about 
20 metres leaves him very 
breathless. 

"His hands and arms are 
becoming weaker, his 
breathing is becoming very 
difficult because of the 
long-term effects of polio. 

"However, he is now 72, 
married with four children 
and seven grandchildren." 

Mr Green Snr said: "Steve 
used me as an example in 
assembly. 

"I got polio in the days be¬ 


fore a vaccine was in¬ 
vented. 

"There were epidemics of 
it in the summers." 

For more than 30 years. 
Rotary and its partners 
have helped reduce the 
number of cases from 
350,000 annually to fewer 
than 400 globally in 2014, 
and they remain commit¬ 
ted until the disease is 
eradicated. 

Rotary has contributed 
more than $1.3 billion and 
countless volunteer hours 
to protect more than two 
billion children worldwide. 

A Rotary spokesperson 
said: "Today, Afghanistan, 
Nigeria, and Pakistan are 
the only countries where 
polio remains endemic."

Activists at 'Stop Brexit' rally 


PEOPLE from across Devon 
joined thousands of others 
from all over the South West for 
a Stop Brexit rally in Bristol re¬ 
cently. 

Many were not previously in¬ 
volved in politics but were "mo¬ 
tivated by a deep unease that 
Brexit could be a tragic act of 


national self-harm," joined Dev¬ 
on for Europe, a cross-party 
campaign group committed to 
keeping the UK in the EU. 

The gathering in Bristol 
brought together similar organ¬ 
isations from the South West's 
European Parliament constitu¬ 
ency, while parallel rallies were 


held in the other UK regions. 

Speakers at the Bristol rally in¬ 
cluded members of all major 
political parties, and highlight¬ 
ed dangers to jobs, the NHS 
and scientific research, in addi¬ 
tion to political isolation and 
weakness. 

Many expressed an over¬ 
whelming sadness surrounding 
the growth in intolerance to¬ 
wards migrants and the loss of 
a community that had brought 
peace and cultural richness to 
Europe. 

Julie Girling, one of the South 
West England and Gibraltar 
MEPs, summarised the mood 
and feelings of the rally when 
she stated that it had become 
clear that the promises of the 
Leave campaign in the Referen¬ 
dum could not be met. 

Consequently, the mantra 
that 'the people have spoken' 
no longer had relevance and 
needed to be replaced with 
'the people want to speak on 
the deal'.

THE names of Job Henry Ada¬ 
ms and John Norfolk Bevan will 
be added to the war memorial 
in Axminster.

Knappman of Axminster Her¬ 
itage for meticulous research. 

Job Henry Adams served as a 
Private in The Devonshire Regi¬ 
ment (9th Battalion) and was 
killed in action on July 1st 1916 
in France, and is buried in the 
Serre Road cemetery in Beau- 
mont-Hamel, France. 

He was born in Axminster in 
1875 and his parents were Job 
Adams (a railway labourer) and 
Sarah (nee Beavis). 

The family lived at Widepost 
Lane and later in Musbury 
Road. 

Job Henry married Mary Eliz¬ 
abeth Batstone of Axminster in 


Cardiff in 1896. 

He worked in Cardiff as a 
bricklayer before the family 
moved to north London. 

John Norfolk Bevan served as 
a gunner in The Royal Garrison 
Artillery (106th Siege Battery) 
and died on October 4th 1916 
in France, being buried in 
Longuenesse (St Omer) Sou¬ 
venir Cemetery. 

John was born in Axminster in 
1897 and his parents were 
Axminster Workhouse master 
John Bevan and workhouse 
matron Ada (nee Norfolk). 

The family lived in Axminster 
until at least 1906.

"Until an accurate identification is 
made, members of the public are ad¬ 
vised to keep away from these jellyfish 
and report any sighting to their local 
council. 

"The Coastguard has also advised 
the local councils of these recent 
sightings. 

"Stings from Portuguese man o' war 
can be very painful and potentially 
harmful to humans and dogs alike."

This was a very interesting talk not only 
about Julius Drewe, who commissioned the 
castle, but also the architect Edwin Lutyens 
who designed it.

The project is now nearing completion, 
some 700 windows having been replaced 
and another 200 to go with another year's 
work. 

The building is still open at the moment with 
hard hat tours of the work on the roof. The 
Axe Valley Centre have given small grants to 
projects in the Lutyens' garden including the 
latest towards new gates. 

Our next fundraiser is the autumn fair at 
Colyford Memorial Hall on October 28th at 
10.30 am. It is from these events we are able 
to make grants to our local National Trust 
properties, such as Shute Barton.

We need investment in public services 


■ AT THE recent meeting at 
EDDC to discuss censuring Paul 
Diviani, a heart-rending speech 
was delivered by a previously life¬ 
long Conservative voter. 

He could not support his party’s 
action against local hospitals, and 
he felt other political parties had 
major failings - so casting him 
into the wilderness of the disen¬ 
franchised.

However, all is not lost. Having 
cast off the Tory blinkers he is 
now in a position truly to under¬

Instead, it went into buying 
property, so inflating prices be¬ 
yond rational affordability. 

That’s what the free market 
does: maximise return at mini¬ 
mum risk. 

How much better to set up a peo¬ 
ple’s development bank to direct 
investment into our crippled pub¬ 
lic services and benefit the many, 
not the few. 

Nobel prize winning economists 
think it is feasible - what about 
the voters of Seaton.

I proposed a motion at Devon 
County Council on October 5th to 
ask the Health Scrutiny Commit¬ 
tee to look again at issues like the 
sudden switch of beds from Seaton 
to Sidmouth, which had not been 
properly scrutinised. 

I also asked the council to write 
directly to the Secretary of State 
for Health to express its dissatis¬ 
faction with NEW Devon Clinical 


Commissioning Group’s decisions 
and the way they made them. 

Forty Conservatives ganged up 
to vote down both proposals; only 
one, Ian Hall of Axminster, voted 
for my proposal along with 15 In¬ 
dependent, Liberal Democrat, 
Labour and Green members. 

Devon’s Tories seem determined 
to be seen hand in glove with the 
Government and the CCG as they 
cut back the county’s NHS and 
sacrifice hospitals which local 
communities worked so hard to 
build. 

Since they haven’t drawn the 
line over beds, where will the Con¬ 
servatives draw the line? 

We are waiting to hear whether 


the RD&E, who run Seaton, 
Axminster and Honiton hospitals, 
will agree to bring in more out-pa¬ 
tient services to keep all of them 
as thriving health hubs. 

If they don’t, and the CCG call in 
NHS Property Services - who 
have already valued the hospi¬ 
tals - will the local Conservatives 
finally take a stand? 

I will readily work with them if 
they do, but after the experience of 
the last year, I’m not holding my 
breath.

HAILED as the "heroes British rock needs right now" 
and lauded by everyone from Alt Press and Upset to 
Rhythm and Total Guitar, Hunter & The Bear are busy 
making raw, melodic and downright thunderous 
rock cut straight from the heart.

Nick Drake 


Two shows at the Marine Theatre look at 
the life of the hugely influential folk enigma 


NICK DRAKE may have only recorded 31 songs 
during his short life but - following his suicide 
at the age of 26 - his reknown as one of the most 
cherished folk singers of the early seventies 
has become firmly cemented in the minds of 
subsequent generations. 

At the Marine Theatre in November, there 
are two special events that mark the musi¬ 
cian’s short life; together they tell the tale of a 
musician’s journey from cult figure to folk idol. 

A former BBC soundman at the legendary 


Maida Vale studios, Keith James has played 
over 2000 shows dedicated to the music of Nick 
Drake. Over 15 years Keith has become an am¬ 
bassador for Drake’s music and is known as 
the country’s best interpreter, securing him 
performances at almost every acoustic music 
festival.

John Crockatt is a professional violinist and vio¬ 
list, specialising in music from the baroque and 
classical eras.

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A new angle on advanced technology: 
The new Audi A7 Sportback 


AUDI has a completely new slant on the 
concept of the five-door coupe for the ex¬ 
ecutive class - the first A7 Sportback in 
which the brand successfully combined 
the svelte lines of a classic grand tourer 
with the reality-ready attributes of Saloon 
and Avant models is about to give way to 
its successor. Fluent in the new Audi de¬ 
sign language, conversant with the 
brand’s latest technological advances and 
comfortable with articulating its most re¬ 
cent drivetrain developments, the 2018 A7 
evolves and finesses every facet of the 
Sportback theme without losing sight of 
the hallmarks behind its original appeal. 

Dynamics at their most beautiful: 

The exterior design 

The exterior design of the A7 Sportback 
is an expression of the new design lan¬ 
guage that Audi introduced with the pro¬ 
logue study and that made its production 
debut in the new Audi A8. With large sur¬ 
faces, sharp edges and taut, athletic lines, 
the A7 conveys dynamism and progres¬ 
siveness from every perspective. 

Up front, the Singleframe grille - wider 
and lower than that of the Audi A8 - the 
narrow headlights, the boldly contoured 
air inlets and the flat front end signal in¬ 
tent. In some versions the light signature 
takes up the subject of digitalisation: 12 
adjacent lighting segments separated by 


narrow intervening spaces evoke associ¬ 
ations with the binary digits 0 and 1. The 
top lighting configuration is the HD Ma¬ 
trix LED headlight with Audi laser light. 

With its long bonnet, long wheelbase 
and short overhangs the A7 Sportback 
looks lean and muscular yet also innately 
elegant. Its key dimensions give more 
than a clue to its character: It is 4,969 mil¬ 
limetres long, has a wheelbase of 2,926 
millimetres and is 1,908 millimetres wide, 
but stands only 1,422 millimetres high. 
Pronounced contours emphasise the 
wheels, which measure up to 21 inches in 
diameter, and reference Audi’s quattro 
genes. These genes determine the propor¬ 
tions of the vehicle’s body. The silhouette 
is defined by the dynamic roofline, which 
drops sharply towards the rear. 

As with the previous model, the tapered 
rear with its long luggage compartment 
lid terminates in a pronounced, curved 
lip from which an integrated spoiler ex¬ 
tends automatically at 74mph and above. 
A flat light strip - a design feature com¬ 
mon to all of Audi’s top models - joins the 
rear lights, whose tail lights are made up 
of 13 vertical segments. When the doors 
are unlocked and again when they are 
locked, fast-moving light animations play 
in the rear lights and in the headlights, 
highlighting the imposing coupe’s dy¬ 


namics while standing still. The progres¬ 
sive exterior design of the new Audi A7 
Sportback is largely devoid of embellish¬ 
ment, and is presented in a choice of 15 
colours, eight of which are new. S line 
models further hone the look through 
modifications to the radiator grille and 
the front air inlets, the sills and the front 
and rear diffusers. They are trimmed in 
gloss black and more strongly sculpted. 

Broad-based electrification 

All A7 Sportback models will be equipped 
with a new mild hybrid system (MHEV) 
for greater comfort and efficiency. With 
the V6 engines, this uses a 48-volt primary 
electrical system. A belt alternator starter 
(BAS) works together with a lithium-ion 
battery and achieves a recuperation per¬ 
formance of up to 12 kW when braking. At 
speeds of between 34 and 99mph, the large 
coupe can coast in freewheeling mode 
with the engine deactivated and then 
restart comfortably via the BAS. 

The start-stop function has been signifi¬ 
cantly expanded and now activates at 
13mph. In combination with the standard 
front camera, the engine is restarted pre- 
dictively while at a standstill as soon as 
the vehicle ahead begins to move. In real- 
world driving, the MHEV technology re¬ 
duces fuel consumption by up to 0.7 litres 
per 100 kilometres. 


The new Audi A7 Sportback will ini¬ 
tially launch with the 3.0 V6 TFSI petrol 
engine. The super-refined V6 turbo pro¬ 
duces 340PS and 500 Nm (368.81b-ft), pro¬ 
pelling the elegant five-door coupe from 0 
to 62mph in 5.3 seconds and on to a top 
speed of 155mph. In the NEDC, the entry 
version of the Audi A7 55 TFSI returns up 
to 41.5mpg, corresponding to C02 emis¬ 
sions of 154 grams. The 3.0 TFSI is paired 
with a seven-speed S tronic twin-clutch 
transmission, and its output is profi¬ 


ciently managed by the latest iteration of 
the quattro drivetrain using the efficient 
ultra technology that activates rear- 
wheel drive as needed. Additional six- 
and four-cylinder engines, both petrol 
and diesel, will follow shortly after the 
start of production. 

Produced at the Neckarsulm site in Ger¬ 
many, the new Audi A7 Sportback will be 
available to order in the UK from early 2018, 
with pricing for the first phase of models 
starting from approximately £56,000 OTR.
